Foz yf there be nothinge, either 
in heauen, epther in earh, that is moze woꝛthy 
hen the bodye and bloude ok the Loꝛd:it is no 
mal fante to diſpice it, and to recepue it wyth 


tes, whan they be reeeyued fo as they oughte 


in holyn eſſe of Ipfe and eſpecpallp in charitte.

well and diligentlye pꝛepared. Foꝛthermoꝛe, Dacrament 
he dothe aduertite vs to pꝛoue our ſelues, that vnwoꝛthylp.

Foꝛ where as the ſa⸗ 
crament of the bloude ought to be diſtributed 
to the people, as it apearcth by the expꝛeſſe cõ⸗ 
maundement of the Lozde:they decree that the 
peopleonght to be cõtented with the one halfe 
parte.

Wherin wee mape eaſelye percepue , wytih 
what foole hardtneſſe and frowardneſſe the 


* pope hath erertiſed tyranny agaynſt the cõgre⸗ 


gacion of God, after tyme that he oneiy helde 
the impery, when the lozde had cõmaunded his 
diſciples to cate the bꝛeade that was ſanctify⸗ 
ed in his hodyc: and then tomynge to the cuppe 
he ſaped not onely drpnke pe, but he added er⸗ 
pꝛeſtely, al. Woulde we haue a thynge ſpoken 
moe openly - he byddeth vs eate the bꝛeade vs 
ſyngeno vniuerſall woꝛde therin. But of the 
cuppe he byddeth vs all dzynke . Whenſe co! 
meth thys difference:but that he entended ther 
by to pꝛeuent thys malyce and ſubtyl crafte of 
the dyuell» Neuertheleſſe, the pope is of ſuche 
arrogancye and pꝛyde: that he dare be bolde 
to comaunde to the contrarye : loke that pe do 
not all dzpnke. Ind that he mape declare hym 


ky e ſelfe to be wyſer then God: he fayth it is right

and agreable to rea? one, that the pꝛieſtes haue 
ſome pꝛerogatyue moꝛe then the people, to the

the one ought to be knowne from the other. 
Beſydes thys he obtecteth the daungers that 
myght bekal yt the cuppe ſhoulde be gyuen cõ⸗ 
monly vnto al me. Some dꝛope foꝛſoth, might 


diſcrecion noꝛ had conſydewed after what ſoꝛt 


chaunce to be ſhedde as though the Lozde had- 


not foꝛſ ene that thynge. | 
Toth he not lape negligence to the Lozdes 


charge , that ſayth he cõfoũdeth the oꝛder that 
he ſhoulde obſerue, and that he hath caſte hys 
people into thys daunger wpthout any maner 
of reaſone ! Ind that they maye declare that 
there enſueth no great incõmoditie vpon thys 


chaunge,they ſaye that the whole is cõpꝛehen⸗ 


ded vnder one kynde, bicauſe the body tan not 
be ſeparated from the bloude . As thoughe the 
loꝛde had diſceuered the, the one fro the other. 
Foꝛ yf the one part mape belefte as ſuperffu- 
ous:it had bene kolyſhe and vayne foz both to 
be diſtinctly, » ſeuerallly gyuen vnto vs. But 
Come of the popes bande, perceyuyng that this 
ſo greate abhominacion coulde not otherwyſle 
be dcfeded then impudentlyc, went aboute to 
couer it by ſome.other meanes. They ſap, that 
when Lhniſte inſtituted this Sacramente , he 
ſpake vnto his apoſtles onelye who he had as 
then promoted to the oꝛder of pꝛieſthode. But 
what ant wer wyl they make to Paule, which 
ſapeth, that he hath taught the chziſten people 
the thing that he learned of the loꝛde, that eue⸗ 
ry one ſhould cate of the bzead x dꝛynke ok the 
tuppe: But wbo hath reuepled vnto theſe men 
that Chꝛiſte gane the ſupper vnto his apoſtles 
as vnto pꝛieſtes: The woꝛdes ſoũde to the cõ⸗ 
trarye in that he doth afterwarde comitinde, 
that thep folowing n do the 
ſame.

Ind thps rule was in the auncient tyme 
obſerued: vnto ſuche time as Ant ichꝛiſt ruling 
alone, auaunced him ſ elfe, and ſtretched vp his 
homes agaynſte Gods veritie, to the intent to 
deſtrop it vtterly. We ſe therkoꝛe that it is in⸗ 
tollerable frowardnes, ſo to denids and teare 
this Satramẽt p thoſe partes ſhould be diſcc- 
uered which god hath ioyned. That J map cõ⸗ 
clade tihe moꝛe bꝛiefelpy: I wyll compzehende in 
one chapter, the thynge that elles myghte haue 
ben deuided. That is to ſaye, þ the deuil, hath 


yet muſt ( without any doctrinc of the upper) bzought 
be holte. in thys maner of celebzatyng,ſetting vp in the 


ſteade of the doetrine, teremontes, ſome fylthy 
Come vnp2ofitable, Come alſo nopſome ꝛ daun 
gerouſe : whereof haue enſued verpe manye 
euylles. In ſo much þ the maſſe which is vſed 


in Þ popiſh church in ſteade of the ſupper, if J 


ſhoulde define it a righte, is none other thinge, 
then a mere apiſhe emulation i diſguiſed maſ- 
king. J cal it an apſſhe emulacton, bicauſe that 
like as apes do plap the wãtons in imitatyng. 
rudely x without reaſon, the wozkes of men: 
cue ſo do they imitate the Loꝛdes holy ſapper 
in ſuche wyle, p with theyꝛ pꝛepeſterous inut᷑ 
tions, they cozrupte the hole truih therot. And 
to declare this to be true, is not thys the chiefe 
thynge that the Loꝛde lefte with vs, that we 
ſhoulde celebꝛate this miſterp with perkpte and 
true vuderſtandpng? where vpon it foloweth 


that the ſubſtance therof tõſiſteth in doctt ine. 


Ind that once taken awape, there remay- 


\  neth noughte cls but a ceremonpe, toulde and 
without vertue oz ſtrength . Not onely [crip-- 
tures are wytneſſes of this thyng, but alfo the 
popes owne lawes: wherein there is * 
ege 
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ther thynge baptiſme ſhoulde bee wythout the 
woꝛde, then a coxruptible Element. My h the 
woꝛde, as he addeth incontinent, not in that it 
fs pꝛonunted, but bitauſe it is vnderſtande xc. 
herby he declareth that the ſacramentes do 
take they: force and energy of the wo of the 
loꝛde: when it is pꝛeached after ſuche ſoꝛte as 
it mape be vnderſtanded. The relidewe. is not 
woꝛthy the name of a ſacramente. But in the 
maſſe, it is ſo fatte valyke that any doctrine 
ould be intelligibly harde, that cõtrary wyſe 


al the whole miſtery is thought to be pꝛopha⸗ 


ned vnlcſe all thinges be Capd and done pꝛiui⸗ 
ly 8 toutertly to the intent nothing map be per⸗ 
teyued oz vnderſtande. So, that they: coſecra- 
tion differeth nothinge fro a kynde of inthaũt 
met. Fo: after the maner of an inchaũter, they 
thynke that wpth whyſperyng:cs + diuers ge⸗ 
tures, they bꝛynge Chziſte out of heauen into 
theyꝛ handes: Whereby we perceyne, that the 


maſſe to oꝛdeined, is rather a manifeſt and opẽ The true det 
pꝛophanation of th? ſupper, then the obſcrua- nicion of the 
tion therof:and that the petulier and chiek ſub malle. 


ſtance of the ſupper wanteth:whirh conſilteth 
in thys thynge , that the miſtery be truely ope⸗ 
ned to the people, and the pꝛomeſſes reherſed 
wyth open vopee:not that the pꝛieſt: wyth out 
other reaſon oz vnderſtandyng. choulde ſtylly 
whyſper out an hummpng that can not be vn⸗ 
derſtande. JF tall it a play oz maſkyng;bycanſe: 
there. is nought cls ſene but the folyſhnes and 
geſtures of players, which thiuges woulde be⸗ 
com: a plape muche bctter then the ſacrcd ſup 
per of the loꝛde. No doubt, the ſacrifices of the 
olde teſtament were celebꝛated with diuers 025 

pamentes 1 ceremonies. But bicauſe

alleged, in whiche Auguſtine alketh what o⸗

a good ſigniticacion, and were all owepned to 
inſtructe and ererſice the people in godlyneſſe: 
they were far vnlike vnto theſe, which ſerue

out any maner p2ofite they mape otcuppe an 
holde ſuſpenſe, the mynd of the people. To c6 
clude, becauſe theſe maſſe mogers( pf J maye 
ſo tall them) do alege thys example of the olde 
teſtamẽt, for the defence of their ceremonies, it 
Cal be good to note what difference is bet wen 
that whyche they do, and that whych was by 
god tommaunded to the JFewpſſhe people. 
Fo2 pt J lape foꝝ me this one thyng, what 
ſo euer was then doone was founded on the 
tommaundement of God: and that theyꝛ foo⸗ 
lyſhe trylles hane none other koundacion than 
on mans inuencion:were not there a great dif 
ference: But I haue thynges to diſpꝛoue the 
wyth, that be moch greater then theſe be. Foz 
ft was not foꝛ naught that the loꝛd pꝛeſcribed 
ſach a forme fo a tyme, to the intent that at Þ 
length ft ſhould haue an ende and be abrogate 
No doubt becauſe he had not as then declared 
hys doctrine ſo plapnly, he woulde ſo moche 
p rather þ his people ſhold be exertiſed in figu 
res: that the thynge whych wanted in that te⸗ 
ſtament, myght be repared in the other. But 
ſenſe that Chꝛiſt apeared in the fleſhe: loke by 
howe moche Moe the doctrine is lyghtened. ſo 
moch mote are the figures diminiſhed. Deyng 
thertoꝛe we haue the bodpe . we muſt leaue the 
ſhadowes. Fo: yt we wyll repleniſſhe the abo 
lyſched terimonies: we (hal patche agayne tiſut 
vatile .that Chʒiſt bꝛake in londer by his death 
and ſo ſhall we obſcure and darken the lyght 
of the Goſpel. Thus do we percepne ,that this 
muttitude of cerimones, whych is { — 
malle, 


maſſe, is the foune of the Jewytſhe law, vtter 
ly contrarie to the chziſtta relygyon. J am not 
of that mind that J would dil pꝛoue al terimo 
nies. whyche do ſerue to honeſtie and a publy - 
ke oꝛder, wher by the moze reuerence is geuen 
to the ſacrament: ſo that thep do well agree to 
the purpo ſe, and be ſober. But that immenſu- 
rable labozynthe ,maye by no meanes be ſuffer 
red: foz as moche as it hath ingendꝛed inkite 
ſuperſticiõs, x made the people as it were ama 
ſed wyth out any maner edikicacion. By thys 
it may eaſily be perceyted wherin thoſe, vato 
whom god hath opened the vnderſtandyng of 
his truthe, oughte to deffer from the papiſtes, 
hag par ſhal be out of doubt þ it is abomina 
le Cacreledge, to compt Þ maſſe as a ſacrifice, 
wherby remiſſion of [ynnes may be obtapned 
other to repute Þ pzſcſt foꝛ a mediatoure, whi⸗ 
che map a pplie the merites of Lhaiftes paſſion 
vnto the p bye maſſes , 02 be pꝛeſtt at þ doyng 
of them,oz do wyth deuocion worſhippe them. 
But they ſhal rather beleue that the death and 
paſſion of Chuſte, is the only Cacryfice wher⸗ 
by the ire of god is pactfied., and perpetuall iu 
ſtice got vnto vs Ind by ſydes theſe thynges 
that the lozde Jeſus is entered into the teleſtial 
ſãctuarie:that he map there ſhow him ſelfe foz 
vs, and by the vertue of his ſacrifice ,prape fo: 
vs. But pet they ſhaleſealy graũt, that the fru 
ite of his death is communicate vnto vs in the 
ſupper ,not bi the merite of the worke, but fo 
the pꝛomeſſes that are made vnto vs therin, ſo 
that we imbꝛace them wyth fa th. Foꝛthermoꝛe 
they ought in no caſc to graunte that the bread 
is tranſſubſtanciated (as they ſap) into thebo⸗ 
dye of Chpſt, 02 the wyne into bloud:but they 
miſt in that thyng conſtantly dclene , n_ —

Honeſt cere⸗ 
monies ar not 
to be deſpiſed 
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veſible ſygnes do retayne his ſubſtaunte, that 
hey may repꝛeſent vnto vs, that ſpiritual vc: 
titie wherot J haue ſpoken befoze. Thpꝛdlpe. 
although they ought to be ſurely perſuaded 1 
themſeiues that the lozde doth in vert dede ge⸗ 
ue the ſame thyng that he doth repzeſent : and 
fo that wee do vnfaynedlipe reteyue the bodye 
and bloude of Chziſte: yet (hal they not ſeke it 
as included vnder $ bꝛeade, oz faſtned (as they 


ſap) tocaily vnto the viſtble lygne:moche leſſe 


oughte they to hononre the ſacrament , but to 
ſtretch vp the minde into heauẽ, that they map 
there reteyue and honour Lhiiſte. 

Henle chal it come to paſſe that they (hall 


diſpice and condetnne fox ydolatrye , all thoſe 


ſuperſticiouſe tertmonies, as well of the tarp⸗ 
ing foꝛth of the ſacramet in pope + ꝓteſſiõs, as 
of the bupldyng vp of thoſe tabernacles wher 
in it ts ſet fo:th to be honoured . Foz the pꝛo⸗ 
meſſes of the lorde ſtretch no farther, then to þ 
vſe whych de comitted vnto vs. Fozthermoze 
they ſhal tudge the tyſtitucts of the lozde to bes 
-violated and b2oken ,in that the people is rob 
bed of the one parte of the ſacrament :and that 
it is neteſſarie, that bothe partes be wholy dy⸗ 
ſtributed, yk it ſloude be obſerted arpght, In 


fpne, thep ſhal ſnppoſe, that it is not onely ĩu⸗ 


erlluouſe but alſo dayngerouſe , and that it 
cometh not the chꝛpſtian religpon, to vſe Cs 
many cerimonies, take of the Jewes, moꝛe tha 
the ſpmplicitie wher in the apoſtles inſtructed 
bs. They ſhal alſo iudge that it is euen ot᷑ an 
vngodly frowardneſſe, ſo to celebzate the ſup 
per with geſtures and maſkers mouinges, that 
no doctrine at al map there be herde, but is ra- 
ther buryed , as though it were a certepne kind 
of magpcall arte. To conclude at the laſte, wee

mult now come to the laſt of the chieke partes. 
That is to ſaye, to that contencion whyche in 
oure tyme is ſteared in this matter, whiche fo? 
as much as no doubt it was of the deutls ſtea⸗ 
ryng vpon to let, oꝛ rather to bꝛeake the courſe 
of the Goſpell, J woulde wyſhe it to be koꝛgo⸗ 
ten foz euer: much leffc can J be delyted in the 
reherſpnge of the ſame.

. Fraiſte J deſpꝛe and beſeche al fapthfull per⸗ 

ſones euen fo; the names ſake of the lyuynge 
God, that they be ntotgreatly offended, bicauſe 
thys contronerſy is moued amonge them that 
were the chi:fe capitepnes, in reſtozwnge and 
bzpnging in agapne of the doctrine of the gol⸗ 
el. Foz it is no new thinge fox the loꝛde to ſuf 
er his leruaũtes to be ignoꝛant in ſome thin⸗ 
ges:and ſulfer them to 3 them 
ſelues : not that he woulde ſulfe 


pt all thynges had chaunced pꝛoſperouſſpe to 
thys daye, and had flowed accozdpnge to oure 
wyll, perchaunce men woulde haue foꝛgotten 
them ſelues:other cls the merty of god ſhotilde 
not haue ben fo muche knowen as it ought to 
be. Ind ther koꝛe the loꝛdes wyll was to take a⸗ 
wape from men al occtaſ pon of gloꝛiynge:that 


glozy myght be gyuen vnto hym onely. 
Foꝛthermoꝛe, pt we conſydcr wyth howe 
greate darkeneſſe the woꝛlde was beſct, when 
they whiche moued this controuer ly, beganne 
to leade vs backe againe to the light ot᷑ the ve⸗

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tried dut. 


them to erte he apoſties 
continnallye, but foꝛ a tyme:to the intente he Chee in 


myght make them moꝛe humble. And no doubt come ings 


To honoure | 
a creature as cluded vnder a piece of bieade. But bytaute it 
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was verpe harde, to pull backe tors opinion, - 


ritie:in dede we wyll metrueyle nothynge at all 
though they knewe not all thynges cucn from 
the begynnynge. It is rather a notable miracle 
of god, that thep, in lo litle ſpace of time, were 
Co illumined, that they them ſelucs myghte el⸗ 
cape + leade other out of that ſynke of errours 
wherin we had ben ſo longe tyme dꝛowned. 
But there is no better wape, then to rcherſe 
the matter it ſelfe euen as it was done. Foz 
therby it chal apeare, that there is not ſo much 
matter of offence in thys behalfe, as is cõmon⸗ 
lpe ſuppoſed to be. | 
When Latther beganne to teache, he hande⸗ 
led the matter of the ſupper ſo, that, as con⸗ 
cetnynge the coꝛpoꝛall pꝛeſence of Chꝛiſte, he 
ſeamed to leaue it ſuche, as all men dyd then 
concepue. Foz tondemnynge tranſſubſtancia⸗ 
on. he ſaped that the zeade was the bodye of 
IChziſte, bycauſe it was ioyned togpther wyth 
hym . Belydes thys , he added certepne harde 
and groſſe ſimiſlitudes. But that he dyd by cõ⸗ 
pulſion, bycanſe he coulde not other wyſe de⸗ 
clarc his mpnde . Fo it is an har de thynge to 
expounde ſo harde a matter: and not to vſe 
ſome thynges: not all of the fitteſt foꝛ the pur- 
poſe.Ifter this dyd zuinghus, and Ecolampa⸗ 
dius begynne to growe . Whyche when they 
conſydered the gyle and di! ceyt that the deupll 
had bꝛought in, ineſtabliſhing that carnall pꝛe⸗ 
ſence : whyche had ben taught and beleued. vi. 
hundꝛeth peres befozc : they Cuppoſed it wpc- 
kedneſſe to diſſemble a matter of ſo greate im⸗ 
poꝛtaunce. And chickely bycauſe there was an⸗ 
nered vnto thys erroute, an erecrable pdolas 
trye,that Chꝛiſte ſhoulde be woz(hypped as in- 
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whiche had ben longe + deaplie roted in the her 


tes of men, they applyed all the koꝛte of there 
wptte, to impugne the Lame, tcachynge that 
it was a moſt groſe and abſurde crroure not 
to acknowledge thoſe thinges whiche be tho; 
ughout the whole \cripture;teſtifted of the al⸗ 
rencion of Lhzyſte . That he, in the nature of 
man, is tteeiued in to heaue,and that he ſhal ta 
rie there vntyll he deſtende to iudge the world. 
But whylte they were very moche bente vnto 
this purpoſe:they omited to declare what pꝛe⸗ 
ſence ot Chpſte in the ſuppct we ought to be- 
leuc, i what communis of his body and bloud 
is ther reteiued. In lo moch Þ Luther Cupoſed 
the willing to leãue nought elſe but þ bare ſig 
nes voyde of Þ ſpiritual ſtibſtace. And therkoꝛ 
he began to refyſt opẽly: in ſp moch þ he decla 
ted the woꝛthy to be chpted koꝛ heretikes. And 
after the cötẽtiõ wared ones hotte, in pgteſſe 
of tyme it was ſo increaſed + inflamed , Þ it 
was to fierfely ſtered to x fro, about a:rv.pers 
to gether, duringe whiche tyme, neyther partie 
would, W indifferẽt and quyete mynde hete o⸗ 
ther. Foꝛ althoughe they did once conferre he⸗ 
twene the ſeſues:pet was there la greatalicna 
tion of mpnd?s , Þ they departed the purpole 
not brought to paſſe. Foz when they ſhoulde 
haue come to ſome coconde, they recopled mo2e 
and moꝛe: myndyng nought els but to def 

the yꝛ opinion and to confute the contrarp, we 
petteptie ther toꝛe in what thing Luther exred 
and alſo wherin zinglius and Ecolampadius
